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METEOROLOGICAL BALLOONING. 


6 quick-fingered 


Prof. Hazen on the Weather Indications, and 
Balloon Journeys He Has Made. 


Prof. H. Allen Hazen this morning made 
some measurements on exact maps and laid 
out probable courses for the balloon, noting 
the extreme length of the several probable 
journeys. It is the intention of the Wonrp 
and PosT-DIsPaTcH balloon aeronaut, Alfred 
E. Moore, to beat the record made by Prof. Wise 


by his long journey July 1, 1859. Wise started 
from St. Louis and lan ed t Henderson, N. 
I., a distance of 835 miles. 11 the balloon goes 
northeast, as is expected, it m ght go to New 
Brunswick, 1,400 miles, or i might go east to 


Atlantic ; southeast to 


to allroad, 715, or 
to Marquette, 570 miles. The 7 o’clock Signal 
Service bulletin this morning showed 
the incipient low barometer area in the North- 
west developed and moved farther south. It 
hed moved very slowly, however, andthe 
high barometer area had moved with equal 
re aes | south toward St. Louis, threatening 
to tome down directly upon the city and cut 
off the low area in its attempt to cross the 
country. It,“ he said, 'the high stays where 
it is, and the low moves across the 
country at the rate of forty or fifty miles an 
hour by to-merrow afternoon it would be 
to the east of St. Louis, and we could safe- 
ly start on the voyage witn the knowledge we 
would travel eastward. But it can now 
be positively stated that when if we went 
to-morrow we would not goeast. It will be 
impossible. If we should go up to-day we 
would do exactly what King did when he went 
up from Chicago. He went south as far as 
Aurora, and then striking another cur- 
rent went directly north into the 
wilds of Wisconsin, I should not 
like to go north or northwest, although Mr. 
Edward Duffy wishes to north and land on 
the Canadian Pacific Railroad. I should pre- 
fer going directly west or south, if we cannot 
go east. We could break all records by going 
west to San Francisco, and it would 
bea glorious trip. Aeronauts have claimed 
that the instant we get above the cloud level 
we must travel east. That is wrong, and 1 
think when we go up we will show that it is 
wrong. It would make them all very 
mad, think, if we would o due 
west. shall be able to tell after 
looking at the afternoon bulletin Monday, ex- 
actly the direction we aretotake. One good 
result of these voyages will be the determina- 
tion of the directions in which balloons will 
travel under certain conditions, andIthink we 
will be able to telegraph an aeronaut exactly

In the conversation yesterday I omitted to 
tell you of six ascensions made by Signal Serv- 
ice men. Four of those were made Dy 8. A. 
King and Private Hammon ofthe service from 
the grounds of the Girard Coliexe, Phila- 
delphia. og J were made in the winter and 
spring of 1885 in a small balloon containing 
but „000 cubic feet. One time they got as 
high as 6,200 feet and other times not over 
4,300 feet.

A Misunderstanding About the Costumes 
of the Empress“ Production—Refusal 
of the Board of Managers of St. Mary’s 
Asylum to Receive the Proceeds—Author. 
Manager Dierkes Talks About His

The heart burnings that follow inthe wake 
of amateur theatricals are proverbial, but the 
late production of ‘‘The Empress’’ seems to 
have heaped up more than ita share of trouble, 
and Mr. Bernard Dierkes, the authorof the 
play and manager of the production, is swim- 
ming in a sea of bills and troubles. 
His view of play production for charitable 
purposes may be summed up in the single 
word ‘‘don’t’’ The statement of the receipts 
and expenses ofthe performance given yes- 
terday, showed that the latter nearly equaled 
the former and that the sum available 
for the orphans 18 very small. 

The fact that the expenses were so great, 
and that severai items, particularly that 
charged to Miss Marie T. Hopkins who took 
the part of the Empress Maria Theresa, 
amounting to $225, was made the subject of 
newspaper and personal comment, 

The Board of Managers of St. Mary’s Orphan 
Asylum, which was, with St. Vincent’s Orphan 
Asylum, beneficiary of the net receipts, met 
yesterday afternoon, and referring to an 
article in a morning paper which d com- 
mented on the beneflt in a flippant and sar - 
castic way, passed 

THE FOLLOWING RESOLUTION. 

That the amount of $55, which Mr. Dierkes 

handed the Board of Managers of St. Mary’s 
Asylum as the proceeds of the production of 
his plav, The Empress, de returned to him 
by the Board. 
„That the Board regrets that the slight coun- 
tenance which it was induced to give it was 
the means of inducing Miss Hopkins to take 
part in the play. 

The Board relies on the Orphan Aid Society 
and the bequests made by its friends to sup- 
port its orphans.

I worked as 
hard as a man could work to gain 
success and to keep the expenses 
down. I, myself, sold over $400 worth of 
tickets and contributed alarge share of time 
and labor.

who took charge of iny office while I was busy 
with the production. Besides, since I made my

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TIE CIVIL COURTS. _ 


PROCEEDINGS TO RESTRAIN PRACK-LAYING 
TO THE UNION DEPOT. 


The City Authorities on the War-Path To- 
Day—An Effort to Wipe Out the Old 
County Court Order and Destroy Its 
Effect—A Strong Petition Against the 
Missouri Pacific People—The Court 
Grants a Preliminary Order—Matters in 
Litigation. 


City-Counselor Bell appeared this morning 
in Court No. 2 and presented to Judge Seddon 
the petition for an injunction against the Iron 
Mountain Raliroad Company and the Missouri 
Pacific Company, to which the Post- DIsPaTCH 
referred a few days since. The order 
of the. County Court of St. Louis County 
made on the 19h day of June, 1876, 
is quoted fully in the petition as it furnishes 
the ground for the proceeding. That order 
was made upon fhe application of the Iron 
Mountain Railroad Company for the right to 
cross certain streets in this city in the south- 
ern section, and it specified the localities 
and the manner of crossing, likewise 
giving the right to maintain and oper 
ate the lines, using certain streets and 
thoroughfares for that purpose. The com- 
pany was likewise given the right to construct 
an inclined plane trackon the wharf. The 
fourth section of the order, which contains the 
subject matter of the present controversy, 
connection with the Union Depot, was as fol- 


lows: 
CONNECTION WITH THE DEPOT. 


There is hereby given tothe St. Louis, Iron 
Mountain & Southern Railway Company a 
right of way for the purpose of constructing, 
maintaining and operating railway branches 
to form connections with and use tracks 
at the Union Depots. Said right of way 
Shall be 100 feet wide and pass from and to 
the property it may acquire fromthe eastern 
side of Main street westwardly between Plum 
and Cedar streets to Fourth street, and to and 
from property in other blocks soutn of 


Poplar street to said depots. For said 
purpose the right of way is 
iven for crossing ain, Second, Third, 
ourth, Cerre, Fifth, Sixtn, Seventh, Eighth, 
Ninth, Tenth, Eleventh and Twelfth streets 
and intermediate alleys. In crossing said 
highways the elevated way shall be constructed 
leaving a clear headway between the lower 
part of the elevated crossing and the grades. 
All bridgings of streets shall be made of iron 
with the supporting columns placed on the 
building line, so as not to obstruct the side- 
walks or streets, except a row of columns in 
the middle of Main street parallel to its sides. 
Before the said railWay company shall avail 
itself of the powers and authority herein 
granted to extend its route to the Union 
Depot,it shall file with the City Register of the 
City of St. Louis a penal bond in favor 
of said city in the sum of $200,000 to be up- 
1 by the Mayor ot said city, con- 
itioned to pay all damages for which said 
company or the City of St. Louis may be 
liable either to the city or any person or per- 
sonsin consequence of constructing, main- 
taining or operating said connections with the 
tracks at the Union Depot. 

Sald railway shall not have an exclusive 
privilege therein, but other railroad com- 
panies shall have the right to pass over the 
same on securing to said St. Louis, Iron 
Mountain & Southern Railway Company all 
damages such company may cause by using 
the same, and the payment of such charges as 
are just to the said St. Louis, Iron Mountain & 
Southern Railway Company which may, it 
necessary, be détermined by the Circuit Court 
of St. Louis County. 

The city was represented before the County 
Court at the time and appealed from the or- 
der. The Circuit Court dismissed the appeal 
on the ground that thecity was not, under the 
County Court statute governing appeals, en- 
titied to it. The city then appealed to the 
penne Court, and a few days since 
the action of the Oircuit Court 
was affirmed solely on the ground that the 
order of the County Court was one from which 
no appeal would lie. It is set forth in the peti- 
tion that subsequent to this order the Missouri 
Pacitic leased the Iron Mountain property and 
operated it. There was acondition in the 
elevated railroad clause of the order to the 
effect that it should be constructed, completed 
and operated atthe expiration of three years 
from the date of the order; otherwise the 

PRIVILEGE WOULD BE FORFEITED. 

The petition concindes as follows: 

Piaintiff further states that the consent of 
the plaintiff, the city of St. Louls, to the oc- 
cupation ofits streets and alleys, wharves, 
public highways and public places for the con- 
struction, maintens nee and operation of the 
railroad tracks mentioned and specified in 
said order of June 19, 1876, above set out, has 
never been obtained; and that said plaintiff is 
now, and always has been opposed to said 
order and each and every part thereof. 

That from 1838 to the present time it has 
been and is now provided in the law of Mais- 
souri, that no railroad tracks shall be con- 
structed in, upon or across any street in any 
city of the State without the assent of the city 
corporation. The defendants are now threat- 
ening to construct, maintain and operate the 
tracks spoken of in the order unless 
restrained by some court having jurisdiction. 
The city avers that the defendants have 
never complied with the conditions imposed 
by the order of the County Court, that the or- 
der has expired by limitation and that it has 
no hee mag because the plaintiff never as- 
sented to it, and it prays that said order may be 
adjudged void, invalid and of no force or 
effect, and that the defendants and each of 
them may be forever restrained and enjoined 
from constructing, maintaining and oper- 
ating any railroad tracks upon, along, across, 
over or under any streets, alleys, wharves, 
publie highways and public places of the city 
of St. Louis by virtue of said order or the au- 
thority it pretends to convey, and plaintiff 
prays all other relief it may be entitled to in 
the premises and for costs. 

LEVERETT BELL, Attorney for Plaintiff. 
A RESTRAINING OLAUSE. 

Mr. Bell stated to the court that to prevent 
any action on the part of the railroad com- 

any pending the hearing of this case it would 
— well to incorporate a restraining clause in 
the order to show cause. It had been stated 
in the newspapers that the railroad company 
might do something in the way of laying 
tracks to the Union Depot at once and the 
matter should receive early attention. 

Judge Seddon granted an order to show 
cause why the injunction should notissue re- 
turnable on Saturday morning the 18th inst. at 
10 o’ clock, a week from to-morrow, anda re- 
straining clause was inserted in the order. 


A Subscription Regretted. 


Judge Barclay to-day decided the case of 
Barrie against Seidel, giving judgment for the 
plaintiff for $land costs. It was a suitona 
breach of contract. Mr. Seidel subscribed for 


one copy. of a subscription work, 
and agreed to pay $20 each 

ten sections as delivered. Shortly after sub- 
scribing he reuretted it and attempted to can- 
cel the order, but the plaintiff refused to re- 
voke and the contract remained in force.

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STARTED ON THE SWITCH BOARD. 
The Western Union Telegraph Office at Pitts- 
‘burg Gutted by Fire. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., June 10.—Shortly after 
midnight last night the crossing of wires, 
from which the covering had been worn in the 
Western Union Telegraph Company operating 
room, in the First National Bank building, at 
the corner of Fifth avenue and Wood street, 
cause a Slight fire behind what is 
known as the switchboard, The 
blaze was extinguished with little 
trouble and without loss. Just at 5:30 


o’clock,the two operators who had been left in 
charge of the office for the balance of the 
night, J. P. MoKeever and George E. Stuart, 
noticed another; blaze on the switch-board. 
Mr. McKeever ran for a can of water to throw 
on the flames. When he returned, a few 
minutes later, the whole switch-board was in 
flames, and the fire was working its way 
around the room. 

The operators ran out to give the alarm, but 
before they reached the street, the whole front 


of the building 
WAS ON FIRE. 


Alarms were sent in, and in afew minutes 
several engines were on the ground. Before 
they arrived the flames were shooting from all 
the windows on the fourth floor and 
had worked their way into the fifth 
floor, in which were stored 8,000 batte 
cells. These cells were covered wit 
signal oil, about eight barrels of the oil being 
uged inthe room, The oil caused the fire to 
burn more flercely and rapidly, and by the 
time the engines were ready to throw water it 
seemed that the dstruction of the entire build- 
ing was inevitable. Entering the building 
from all sides were 

HUNDREDS OF TELEGRAPH WIRBS. 
Many of these were bound together in cables. 
These were uicklty burred off and 
the single wires oon shared the 
game fate, cutting Pittsburg completely 
off from the rest of the world 80 far as the 
Western Union service was concerned. Half 
an hour after the fire was discovered, the 
fourth and fifth floors of the large buliding 
were completely gutted, and the third floor, 
which was used as the operating room of the 
4 — Exchange, was badly damaged. 
The telephone wires had shared the same fate 
as those of the Western Union Company. By 
half-past 6 o’clock what had been two hours 
before one of the finest buildings in the city, 
was 
PRACTICALLY RUINED 
so far as appéarances went. Through the ex- 
cellent work of the fire department the fire 
was confined to the First National Bank build- 
ing. The only other sufferer was the Alle- 
gheny County Light Company, whose wires 
were damaged tosome extent. As soon as the 
telegraph circuits were broken, the bDuai- 
ness of the company, so far as 
it could be, was turned into the 
eight circuits of the Mutual Union, a 
branch of the Western Union service. The 
office at the corner of Wood and Diamond 
streets was at once filled with messenger boys 
and operators, and old instruments and tables 
were pressed into service, and so far as possi- 
ble work was speeded. ‘The regular forces at 
the branch offices were also increased, and 
by noon communication was once more estab- 
lished East and West. The Telephone Company 
will not be in condition to do business for at 
least ten days, and it will be several weeks, 
perhaps months, before they will be in as 
good shape as before the fire. For the pres- 
ent the Mutual Union office in the Germania 
Bank building wili be used as the main office 
—— Western Union, but just as soon as pos- 
sible 6 
MORE SUITABLE QUARTERS 
will be secured. The effects of the fire are 
being felt in all branches of business. Pool- 
rooms and bucket-shops were compelled to 
close up and comparatively little business was 
transacted to-day at the various exchanges. 

Estimates of the lu@s vary greatly. The di- 
rect loss of the Western Union Company alone 
by the destruction of wires and machinery is 
not less than $35,000. To this must be added 
heavy consequential damages on account of 
the delay in general business, as Pittsburg was 
the principal repeating station between New 
York and Chicago. The direct loss of the teie- 

hove company was placed by some good 
udges at from 215,000 to $20,000. The conse- 
quential 2 to this company will also be 
heavy, as i large business must be 
entirely suspended for several days. The loss 
to the First National Bank on account of the 
damage to the bull will be about $15,000. 
The whole direct s closely approximates 
$70,000 and the indiféct loss will equal and may 
greatly exceed thatsum. There were no cas- 
ualties although a messenger boy and several 
fireman had narrow escapes. 


THE CROPS. 
+ 


A Lengthy Monthly Report by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 10.—The June 
returns of the Department of Agriculture indi- 
cate a reduction of nearly 2 per cent in the 
area of winter wheat. Changes in acreaze of 
States are very slight, except in Kansas, 
where a reduction of 22 per cent is reported, 


caused by bad hurvests and low prices. The 
spring wheat area has been enlarged 6 per 
cent from increase in immigration and farm- 
making west of the Mississippi Kiver in the 
districts traversed by the Northern Pacific 
Railroad. Mostof the increase is in Dakota, 
which — 2 an increment of 2 per cent. 
The total ark of wheat is about 387,000,000 
acres, a fraction of 1 per cent more than that 
of the previous crop. 

Inthe condition of winter wheat there is no 
change, the average being 84.9, a reduction of 
9-10 of 1 per cent. In 1836 the June average 
was 92.7. Reports of short straw are very 
numerous; in some districts there are indica- 
tions that the yield of grain will be larger pro- 
portionately than of straw. [ff there is no in- 
crease from this cause, the yield must be less 
thanan average. The harvest is already in 
pocstens upto the 38th degree of north lati- 
tude. 

SPRING WHEAT. 

The condition of spring wheat is good in 
Dakota, and the Territories westward, but be- 
low average records in Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
Iowa and Nebraska. The general average for 
spring wheat is 87.3, which is lower than in re- 
cent years, but 13 points higher than in 1881. 
At harvesting last year the condition aver- 
aged 80. Dry weather in April has been inju- 
rious to winter wheat. Insects have commit- 
ted greater depredations than usual. The 
central belt westward from Pennsylvania and 
Virginia, has suffered local damage from the 
Hessian fly, and the chinch bug has wrought 
injury in lilinois, Missouri and Kansas. 


RYE. 

The area of winter rye has been diminished 
over 6 per cent, mainly by a large reduction in 
Kansas.. The condition is better than that of 
wheat, as usual averaging 88.9. 

BARLEY. 

An apparent enlargement of the barley acre- 
age of 3 per cent is indicated. The increase is 
in Dakota, California, Oregon and the Territo- 
ries. Condition averages 87, being slightly 
above that of wheat. 


OATS. 

There is acontinuance of the extension of 
oats culture. The increase is 4 per dent. This 
crop has taken a part of the area formerly in 
wheat, Kansas an advance of 80 per cent over 
the acreage of lust year. The increase is large 
inthe Northwest and there isa tendency to 
enlargement in all sections of the country. 


COTTON. 

In the acreage of cotton an increase of 1 per 
cent is reported. There appears to be a slight 
decline in the States of the Atlantic coast, and 
an increase west of the Mississippi. The State 
averages are: Virginia, 90; North Carolina, 
99.5; South Carolina, 98; Georgia, 98.5; Florida, 
97; Alabama, 100; Mississippi, 100.4; Louisiana, 
103; Texas, 106; Arkansas, 102.5; Tennesse, 100, 
The condition of cotton is higher than in 
any June since 1880, average 96.9, and 
has only been exceeded three times since 
1870. The best yield in that period, however, 
was in 1888, when June condition was 89, a 
figure that has been discounted six times since 
1870, It is a good bexinning, but does not in- 
sure a good crop. ‘The State averages are: 
Virginia, 99; North Carolina, 99; South OCaro- 
lina, 98; Georgia, 99; Florida, 98; Alabama, 99; 
Mississippi,99; Louisiana,97; Texas, 91; Arkan- 
sus, 98; Tennessee, 97; general averages, 96.9.

THE OZARK TRAGEDY, 


Bud Matthews, the Alleged Murderer of 
Bob Meadows, Arrested.

In the Circuit Court to-day arguments were 
heard on the application of the City of East 
St. Louis to set aside the mandamus issued to 
the Board of Education to pay over $79,000, 
dramshop license, which should have been 
paid to the Board.

he had been given power to do so. They 
further alleged that he confessed the judgement 
to cause the dismissal of suits brought 
against him on his bond as 
Treasurer by the School Board for 
having failed to pay over to the school fund 
one-half of the dramshop license, asthe law 
provides. As proof of fraud they as- 
serted that the payment of the judg-: 
ment would leave the city without 
sufficient money for necessary expenditures. 
Messrs. Halbert and Hite in their answer 
showed that Mr. Flannegen had been author- 
ized to act for the city and that the 
amount of money for which judgment had 
been confessed rightfully belonged to the 
school fund. Judge Snyder refused to set the 
order aside, giving it as his opinion that since 
the city had been embezzling the school money 
for years it was ridiculous to plead that the 
amount due should not now be paid because 
the city’s finances would be embarrassed.

Where Charlemagne Lived,

The whilom residence of Charlemagne, 
the Imperial Palace at Ingelheim, will 
soon be but a purely historical reminis- 
cence. What is left of it in Nieden-Ingel- 
heim, near Bingen-on-the-Rhine, op- 
posite the proud Germania monument on 
the Niederwald, are the remains of the 
castle, which will be connected with 
the name of Charlemagne for all 
time to come, and in which Fred- 
erick I. Barbarossa resided, and where 
Henry IV. was deciared to have forfeited 
the German Imperial Crown. During the 
Middle Ages the noble old castle was de- 
stroyed;frequent sieges and stormings left 
their traces, and finally the myrmidons of 
Louvis put an end to Ingelheim’s splendor 
as they did to Heidelberg Castle, leaving 
mere ruins on the site of the ancient pal- 
ace, which were carried off piecemeal. Its 
magnificent marble columns went to Paris, 
Mayence, Wiesbaden and Heidelberg. 
The last owner but one, Herr de Bary of 
Rheims,had the ruins leveled tothe ground 
and began to rebuild it anew; his death in 
1875 stopped the work then and there. In 
April last the barren site was purchased 
by the Burgomaster of Nieder-Ingelheim 
and a contractor by the name of Struth, 
who did their utmost to preserve the ven- 
erable remains, but in vain. The Prus- 
sian Ministry, to whom they applied, ex- 
pressed regret at being unable to do any- 
thing for them, as the property was on 
Hessian territory; the Hessian Ministry 
likewise refused to entertain the idea of 
buying it. The two owners have finally 
decided to parcel out the land and sell it. 
Sic transit gloria mundi.

Physiologists tell us that the way to dro- 
vide for the welfare of the brain is to see 
that the rest of the body is in good orpe*‘ 
that, in other words, the old proverb of 
„n sound mind in a sound body’’is sound 
doctrine. And they are getting to tell ud 
further that one way in which brain work 
is hindered is by bad dietary habits, as, 
for instance, overloading the digestive 
organs by taking too much food. of the 
vice of overeating (a vice which we 
Americans by no means monopolize) 
a considerable part, in this 
country at least, and 1 think 
England and among well-to-do poo on 
the continent of Europe also, is the vice of 
fat-eating. Wearea race of fat-eaters. 
It comes about very naturally and is really 
due to the fertility of our soil, the conse- 
quent abundance of food, and the tooth- 
someness of food-materials rich in fatty 
matters, The result of this is thatthe 
quantity of fat in the average American’s 
dietary is very large indeed, mainly be- 
cause of the large amounts of meats, but- 
ter and lard consumed, and is far in ex- 
cess of the demands of his body, unless 
he is engaged in very severe muscular 
work or exposed to extreme cold, 
or both. For — with sedentary occu- 
pations, including the majority of brain- 
workers, this 1 1 means charging the 
organism with the burden of getting rid 
of an excess of material. This excess, the 
ne a and ing pees assure us, is 

etrimental. Now, it seems to me very 
reasonable to assume that brain-workers 
and other people who do not have a great 
deal of muscular exercise may very ad- 
vantageously substitute fishin the place 
of a portion of the meat which they would 
otherwise consume.

Pro- 
fessional fiorists make rose-growing a 
very prominent part of their business and 
immense quantities of flowers are raised 
during the winter season forcutting. The 
statement is made by a competent au- 
thority that in 1885 “‘the trade sold 24,000,- 
000 cut roses.

EMANCIPATING A PARTY. 
The election of Gov. PATTISON some 
years ago was a distinct and emphatic 
protest of the people of Pennsylvania 
against the subserviency of the Repub- 
lican party to corporation influence in 
State affairs. Quay and BEAVER recovered 
the State for the Republicans only by 
pledging the party on the stump to en- 
force the railroad provisions of the Con- 
stitution and to pass a revenue law which 
would derive the entire support of the 
State government from taxes on corpor- 
rate property only. 

Their pledge in regard to the State Con- 
stitution was kept about as a similar 
pledge from the Democratic party of Mis- 
souri has been kept—as a promise to the 
ear broken to the hope.“ A revenue 
bill holding corporations to the payment 
of about a million dollars a year of taxes 
on their interest-bearing assets, from 
which subservient courts had released 
them, passed both Houses with only 26 
negative votes out of a total of 
301 members of the Legislature, 
but was killed by the accidental“ 
failure of the presiding officer of the Sen- 
ate to certify it. Now, when three- 
fourths of the members of the Legislature 
publicly declare that they will pay their 
own expenses and claim no pay if Sum- 
moned to meet for the purpose of saving 
thisimportant bill from being throttled 
by fraud, Gov. BEAVER refuses to sum- 
monthem. But Senator-Elect Quay is 
shrewd enough to see the necessity of 
hedging against the awkward position in 
which his party is thus placed. Through 
the columns of his own organ, the Pitts- 
burg Commercial Gazette, he says: / 

So far as I andthe gentlemen co-operating 
with me in Pennsylvania politics are con- 
cerned, we have made up our minds that the 
Supreme Court of the State is the bulwark of 
the corporations and we have determined to 
change its composition as rapidly pos- 
sible. We want a court that will nowand then 
decide in favor of the State and against the 
corporations. Two votes will doit, one this 
year and one the next. We are determined to 
make the corporations pay the State tax, leav- 
ing the people to stand the burden of their 
local taxation. The decision of the Supreme 
Court in FOXxE’s appeal relieved corporations of 
the tax on personal property. The revenue 
act which has fallen was intended to protect 
the tax-payers ofthe Commonwealth against 
the decisions of the Supreme Court, and it 
failed for reasons already given to the public 
and it is very possible through sinister in- 
fluences, ) 

This is an open declaration of war bya 
United States Senator-elect, the general- 
issimo of the Republican party in his 
State, against the Supreme Judges elected 
by his party and against the corporation 
attorneys that have controlled the policy 
of the party in State affairs. There is 
trouble brewing for the Republicans in 
that State, and we commend the political 
situation therein to the thoughtful consid- 
eration of the Democrats of Missouri.

Supreme Court Decisions.

The recent decisions which have preceded 
the long summer recess, so faras they apply 
to the rights of States, are the most scandalous 
fulminations ever directed against government 
by the people. In effect they declare thata 
pocket borough at one end ofthe Union may 
put forth corporations to prey on common- 
wealths at the other endof the Union, and 
that no man in his own Statecan say nay to it. 
Rhode Island may incorporate a credit 
mobilier; Nebraska cannot refuse it admission 
to her choicest fields of investment. Pirates 
may be punished so long asthey originate 
in Iowa, but if the pirates have Massa- 
chusetts for their home port they sail 
away with a clean bill of health signed by the 
Supreme Court of the United States. With a 
Democratic President in the appointing chair 
the extinction of the rights of the people to 
govern themseives cannot long continue. Let 
the President choose for the successor of the 
late Justice Woods aman who has more re- 
gard for the statutes of a people than he has 
for the interests of any corporation whatever. 
Let the President appoint a jurist who is will- 
ing to submit any corporation, however rich, 
tothe gracious direction of unenslaved peo- 
ples, Far better to do away with despotic cor- 
porations than to abolish free States. 


The Queen’s Own Poulterer,

SHENANDOAH VALLEY CONTROVERSY. 


The General Scourged for His Letter Abusing | 


Gen. Sheridan—An Interesting Explana- 
tion From the Lieutenant-General Sup- 
plemented by a Talk With Rosser.

NEw York, June 10.—A big, handsome man 
with a white hat and a good-humored smile on 
his tat face walked into the Hotel Brunswick 
Tuesday evening and registered ‘‘Thomas L.

Gen. Ros- 
ser’s letter was published in all the papers 
throughout the country March 4. It will be re- 
membered that while the press and the peo- 
ple, both North and South of the one-time 
Dixie’s line, united in scourging the author of 
the letter for attempting to reawaken the 
hatred of a quarter of a century ago. Gen. 
Sheridan laughed at it, and treated it very 
much as if it were a ‘*‘piff-paff-pouf’’ song by 
the famous Gen. Boum. 
SHERIDAN EXPLAINS. 

‘*Rosser has not forgotten the whaling he re - 
ceived from me in the Valley, he said, and 
Iam not surprised that he loses his temper 
when he recalls it. Occasionally Rosser 
would come across some detachments of our 
troops and would swoop down on them. 
Finally it was reported tome that Rosser had 
captured a pack train. This made me mad. 
Halting the entire army right in the road, I 
galloped to the rear, determined to settle 
Rosser. I found the train was not captured, 
but was coming up scattered and broken up.

Immediately 
th gan boys, who were secreted upstairs 
remy fire, riddling Mannin with builets, 
killing him instantly. Thetwo boys then at- 
tempted to make their escape by going out the 
back way, but the two men who accom- 
panied Mannin, who were stationed in the 
rear, saw the boys and opened fire on them. 
When the smoke cleared away it was seen 
that the Logan boys lay dead. The two men 
returned to Moorehead, gave themselves up 
and gave the facts as stated. The Logan 
boys were buried yesterday afternoon. Dr. 
Logan, the father of the two dead boys, 
is confined in Lexington County jail for safe 
— 1 — on a charge of conspiring to kill Tay- 
lor Young and Judge Cole of the Circuit Court 
of Rowan County. Dr. Logan when seen said 
the object was to arrest the boys so they could 
be placed in the hands of Tolliver so be could 
wreak his revenge on them. Howard Lo- 
gan, an uncle of the boys, was one of the par- 
ties who was forced to fee afew days ago and 
seek a place of safety. The whole section of 
the State is wild over the affair and the end is 
not yet.

A FUNNY TRIAL, 


The Chinese Gamblers ip a Philadelphia 
Court—Mrs. Lucas’ Statement. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcm 
PHILADELPHU, June 10.—The Chinese 
gamblers who were on trial Wednesday and 
yesterday took things more compiacently than 
the average prisoner brought before the bar 
of justice. There were eight of them. It was 
very hotin court. People were packed on the 
benches like dried peaches in boxes. They sat 
in layers and there were fiverows of women, and 


not a pretty woman in the lot. Some of them 
were wives of the prisoners. Mrs. Joe Way 
fanned herself with the lid of a cigar box that 
she picked up on Sixth street before 
entering the court. She is an American 
and her first husband had been a junk- 
dealer. She did not look at Joe Way much, 
but kept her be pe on Judge Allison. e other 
women fanned themselves and stared at each 
other. Those Sho got seats were not allowed 
to get up and go out and interrupt the court. 
Lawyer Heverin, who defended the gamblers, 
was sandwiched between two Chinamen. 
Lawyer Heverin worked hard and as 
eloquently as if his client was some celebrated 
beauty who deserved the sympathy of the 
whole court. The jury looked v decided 
and appeared to listen 2 to the 
ry ere of Lawyer Heverin and the sarcasm 
of District-Attorney Kinsey. It was a funny 
trial. Sitting next to Heverin was a lady 
dressed in black silk, richly trimmed. She 
wore large solitaire diamonds in her ears and 
had on a black lace bonnet of French make. 
When she got upto make a statement the 
Chinese prisoners looked at one another as 
much as to say, ‘‘Now we are saved.“ 

There was a buzz of interest in the room and 
the Chinese spectators on the back benches 
began to sing to each other, whenthey were 
silenced by the crier. The lady was Mrs. Har- 
riet Lucas of Arch street, and she said ‘‘I 
would like to state thatI have been teaching 
numbers of these men for the past seveu years 
and Irecognize two of my scholars here. I 
am simply here to testify to their uniformly 

ood character, their 1 and uprightness 
n all their dealings. I have frequentlyjgone to 
their laundrios on Sunday afternoon to notice 
what they did after they left Sunday-school. I 
have found them playing musical instruments. 
I have never discovered them gambling. Asa 
woman I never thought it my duty to examine 
their places carefuliy. I do not wish to be 
understood that Icame here to defend any of 
their vices, for I am just as eager to see 
gambling routed as anyone. e chief 
cause for the gathering of such 3 
numbers at the defendants’ places on the 
night of the arrests was the discussion of a 
circular, warning them against the evils of 


opium -smoking and gambling. They naturally 


went to a Chinese bureau fer the information 
concerning the circular. I think that if they 
had been given time to consider the sugges- 
tions there it would have done more good 
than the raid. A great many of the persons 
arrested were not gamblers and they bad to 
pay the fine of others out of their earnings.’’ 

A number of witnesses were called, and the 
detense claimed that the prisoners had not 
been playing fan-tan, but had only deen 

laying dominoes. The jury then retired at 
1.18. The judge waited till4 6’clock, but the 
jury had not agreed, and he ordered the Court 
adjourned and left instructions for the jury to 
return a sealed verdict Monday. It was said 
last night thatthe jury had found the China- 
men guilty.

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THE POLICE COMMISSIONERS DETERMINED 
TO ENFORCE THE SUNDAY LAW. 


A Unanimous Opinion Upon Their Duty—The 
Only Differences Being About the Defi- 
nition of Necessary Work—One Commis- 
sioner Favors Stopping the Church Bells 
~The Plea Upon Which the Law Will Be 
Evaded—Proposed Action of the Saloon- 
ists. 


The opinion of City-Counselor Bell, given 
yesterday to the Police Board, to guide them 
in their enforcement of the Sunday law, and 
which opinion was printed in full in yester- 
day’s issue of the Post-DIsPATCH, has occa- 
sioned much comment throughout the city. 
In fact, it may be said to be next to 
the bailoon ascension as a sensation of the 
day. The Police Board has not had a meeting 
since the opinion was rendered. They have 
been seen individually, however, and their 
respective ideas solicited. Their isa perfect 
unanimity.upon one fact; that is, that the law 
will be fully enforced. All are in favor, as of - 
ficers in an executive capacity, to prohibit all 
work not of necessity or charity. 
Upon the definition of those terms 
according to our modern ideas of necessity 
there issome difference. Just where to draw 
the line is a matter as yet undetermined. 
There is no doubt, however, upon the ques- 
tion of closing the saloons, groceries and 
places of amusement. 

The most encouraging opinion from the 
liberal standpoint is that said to have 
been given by Mr. J. CO. McGinnis. 
According to the expression attributed to that 
gentleman, the law of 57 justrepealed was a 
law granting to the votersof St. Louis the 
power to settle the debated question of the 
right to sell refreshments on the Sabbath day. 
The particular section of the act giving that 
authority is as follows: 


SECTION]. That the corporate authorities 
of the different cities in the 
shall have the power whenevera majority of 
the legal voters of the respective cities in said 
county authortze them tu do so to grant per- 
mission for the opening of any estabtishmeuts 
within the corporate limits of suid cities for 
the sale of refreshments of any kind (distilled 
liquors excepted) on any day in the week. 

Acting under that provision, the voters of 
St. Louis, by a vote ot 5,061 to 2,034, authorized

BROUGHT UP AGAIN. 


The Adjutant-General of the G. A. R. Drafts 
Another Dependent Pension Bill. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 10.—A special to the 
Evening Wisconsin from Madison, Wis., says: 
Adjt.-Gen. Gray of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public is busily engaged in issuing to all the 
Posts in the country an important document 
in the nature of a dependent pension bill, 
whose passage will be urged upon the next 
Congress. It was drafted by the National 
Pension Committee of the G. A. R., 
composed of the following memoers of the 
order: George S. Merrill of Lawrence, Mass.; 


Louis Wagner of Philadelphia; James Tanner 
of Brooklyn, N: T.; Jahn U. Linehan of Pena- 
cook, N. H., and John 8. Kountze of Toledo, 
O. This committee was appointed by Com- 
mander-in-Chief Fairchild under resolution of 
the National Encampment. 


THE BILL. 
Section 1 of the bill provides thatin consid- 
— the pension claims ot dependent parents 
the fact and cause of deathand the fact that 
the soldier left no widow or minor ‘children 


having been shown as required by law it shall 


be necessary only to show by competent and 
sufficient evidence that such parent or pants 
are, or have been without other means of sup- 
port than their own manual labor or the con- 
tributions of others not legally bound 
for their support; provided, that all pensions 
allowed under this section of this act shall 
commence from date of actual dependence if 
claiin was filed prior to July 1, 1880, and in 
case of applications thereafter made, the pen- 
sion shall commence from the date of the filing 
of the application in the Pension Office or from 
date of subsequent dependence. 
ONLY ONE PENSION ALLOWED. 

Section 2 provides that all persons who 
served three months in the military or naval 
service of the United States and who 
have been honorably discharged and 
are suffering from mental or physical 
disability not the result of their own 
vicious habits, shall be entitled to 
receive $12 per month; that persons who are 
now receiving pensions under existing laws or 
whose claims are pending in the Pension 
Office may receive the benefits of this act; that 
no person shall receive more than one pen- 
sion for the same period, and rank in the 
service shall not be considered. 

DEPENDENTS OF INVALID PENSIONERS, 

Section 3 provides that if any invalid pen- 
sioner has died or shall hereafter die. leavin 
a widow, minor child or children under 1 


‘years fage, or in case there be no widow or 


minor child or children, a dependent mother 
or father, such widow, minor child or children, 
or mother or father, shall be placed upon 
the ension roll at the rates estab- 
lished by law for widows, minor children 


{and parents without regard to the cause of 


death of such pensioner. Provided, that said 
widow was married to the deceased pensioner 


prior to the passage of this act; that the in- 


crease of pensions for minor children shall be

Mr. McGinnis submits that while the repea! of 
that law of 57 — deprive the voters of any 
future right to authorize the corporate author- 
ities it cannot affeét what they have already 
done. In other. words the repeal of the law 
dvez not invalidate what was legally done 
under it when it wasin force. As asimile, 
he says that if aman be given a ladder tw climb 
on toa root and does so, the removing of the 
ladder may prevent his escape, but it dees not 
remove him irom the root. 

It is expected that Judge Noonan will also 
take this view of it and the temperance peo- 
ple, anticipating that, are said to be arranging 
to get a man in the saloon business who will 
plead guilty when brought before the court 
instead of defending his case, that when sen- 
tenced an appeal will be taken to bring the 
matter tothe Supreme Court and thereby get 
the decision of that body upon the validity of 
the law. 

JAS, L. BLAIR, 

Vice-President of the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners, when seen bya POST-DISPATCH re- 
porter, said: ‘‘Thereis but one thing for the 
Board to do, and thatis to enforce the law. 
They are executive officers and are not called 
to pass upon or interpretalaw, but to en- 
force it. I can’t the Board 
as a body will for my- 
self I shall favor the fullest enforcement. 
Personally I do not favor the regulaton of 
these matters by legislation. I think. that all 
the moral influence that can be used to 
restrain men from drinking or otherwise 
breaking the Sabbath are very commendable, 
but the law should not be invoked to do so. 
From an economical point of view if men 
could be forced to absolutely rest one day 
in the week it would de well for 
them. It would be better if they 
had two days, or perhaps three days, but they 
are melined to resentanyth ng that interferes 
with their personal liberties, as they under- 
stand them, and I personally think it is bad 
governmental 1 to try to do so. It is my 
opinion that, if put to a vote, it would b 

found that 90 per cent of the people o 

the city would be opposed to enforcing 
Sunday laws—some more p poy bts | op- 
posed than others, and some qu te indifferent

The Suit of the New England Insurance 
Company Against Its Agent. 


NEW ORLEANS, June 10.—A supplemental 
and amended petition was yesterday filed by 
the New England Mutual Life Insurance 
Company in its suit against Milton O. Randall, 
its former agent.

the genuine notes when mgs | fell due and re- 

orting to the company ‘that they had not 

een paid, using the false notes as vouchers; 
and that ih some instances Randall caused to 
be printed receipts in imitation of those of the 
company, and reporting to the company that 
the premiums had never been paid and hold 
ing the genuine receipts as vouchers. The 
whole amount of Randall’s defalcation it is 
claimed is more than $87,000. 


PLEURO-PNEUMONIA, 


Iowa State Officials Visit Chicago and In- 
vestigate the Methods There. 


CHTCAdO, III., June 10.—Tuesday, Maj. Car- 
lisle, Cattle Commissioner of Iowa, and Dr. 
Kinsman, Secretary of the Commission, both 
of Columbus, visited Chicago to inquire into 
the pleuro-pneumonia matter. At the stock 
yards they made an extensive inquisition into 
the prevailing methods for the reception 


and shipping of live stock. They manifested 
great satisfaction at the precautions 
taken to protect healthy cattle in transit and 
were favorably impressed with the thorough 
system of investigetion and condemnation 
when disease was suspected. The records and 
mode of procedure of the Live Stock Com- 
mission were fully explained by Prof. Law. 
The visitors thought the present sys- 
tem of registration, condemnation 
and certification could improved 
upon until the State law was 
amended. Dr. Kinsman and Maj. Carlisle left 
Chicago yesterday, after intimating that they 
would recommend a relaxation of the quar- 
antine laws of their State against cattle ship- 
ments from Illinois. 

Dr. Hewitt of St. Paul, of the Minnesota 
Cattle Commission, also made an extended in- 
dependent investigation, and arrived at the 
same conclusion as the Ohio Commissioners.

THE CHARGE DISMISSED. 


Ben Kimball Throws Up His Hands in the 
Insurance Fight.

In 
accordance with this understanding Judge 
Noonan to-day sustained Kimball’s motion for 
a new trial in the test case and Obris Ellerbe, 
attorney for the Insurance Department, en- 
tered a nolle prosequi. The other charges 
against Kimball were aiso dismissed.
